DEMOCRATS GET UP A WABM PLATFORM. 


Hopkins and His Oele Acts Are to Be 
Iudorsed AN Thraurch. 

Unusual consideration has been taken in 

the preparation of the platform which will be 

given to the Committee on Resdlutions, cre- 


ated by today’s convention. It bristles, ac- 


cording to all accounts, with shots at various 
interests, which the machine evidently be- 
lieves are inimical to the rapid progress 
of the Democracy. It is stated 
on good authority that it is not only 
an indorsement of Mayor Hopkins’ adminis- 
tration from the start to the finish, but up- 
bolds his action in signing the Ogden gas 
ordinance aud his amendatory approval of 
the Cosmopolitan Electric, It attacks trusts. 
corporations, and all kinds of monopolies, 
and if reports are true pays special attention 
to the so-called gas trust and one or two big 
electric light companies. It is so stronga 
document that it will be exceedingly difficult 
for a large portion of the Democracy to ewal- 
low, and it mey be that it is even too strong 
in the line of policy which is mapped out, 
and it may never get past the Committee on 
Resolutions, not withstanding the machine. 

There would be no question as to its adop- 
tion if the machine leaders had been carefu! 
to set up a machine convention. But as a 
large number of the delegates have been se- 
lected simply with a view of squaring some of 
the committeemen who have been in the habit 
of sending their henchmen to the convention, 
the convention will be a little hard to handle 
and there are some men in the delegations who 
may beinclined to talk when it would be bet- 
ter, in the judgment of the machine leaders, 
to remain silent. 

It is understood ‘hat little will be said, if 
anything, in reference to the national admin- 
istration, and the reaffirming business in gen- 
eral is left out. The whole platform will deal 
almost exclusively, it is said, with municipal 
issues, and there will be a parayraph com- 
mending the administration for its creation 
of a Police Commission and the effurt made 
to introduce the merit system in the manage- 
ment of the police. The civil service reform 
idea in municipal offices is also given some 
attention, it is understood.

*Radicals Pack the Upper Galleries at the 


Perform.nes of “An Enemy ef the Peo- 
pie,” by H. Beerbohm Tree, and Greet 
the Opening Scenes of the Story with 
Manifestations of Approval, Which De 
Nat Lat When the Theme of the Au- 
thor is Finally Disclosed. 

„An Enemy ofthe People, a social drama 
by Henrik Ibsen, was given at the Chicago 
Opera-House last night for the first time in 
America, Mr. H. Beerbohm Tree and his 
English company -.bemg the actors. 
There was a fairly large audi- 
ence, the galleries being particulariy heavy, 
anc it was evident that the socialistic—or bet- 
ter to suy the radical—element was weil rep- 
resented. In the opening acts the spectators 
seein the hero a courageous man who pro- 
muigates a truth in a narrow community and 
says Certuin severe things against the consti-

of those present felt that the play —5—

FORCEDOUTBY THEFT | 


PREQUENT ROBBERIES OAUSE A MAN 
TO SHUT UP SHor. 


Jacob Millinson Suffers Three Times in 
Rupid Succession and Gives Up the 
Fight=Hola-Ups an Everyday Occur- 
rence on the South Side, but the Police 
Have Little Success in Catehing the 
Miscreantsa= Walter C. Grey Is the Mon 
Recent Victim. 


Jacob Millinson thinks business and bur- 
glaries don’t jibe. Jacob had a boot and 
shoe store at No, 3352 State street until a 
few days ago, The store is there yet, but Ja- 
cob has moved whut was left of his stock after 
three burgiaries in rapid succession, and he 
is naturally shy of telling strangers what he 
has done with it. Mr. Miilinson was actu- 
ally driven out of business because the loss 
by thefts ate up his profits, and as there were 
no arrests to give him hope of being let 
alone he shut up shop. It was the last bur- 
giary that broke hope’s backbone. The stock of 
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tuted authorities. At the end of the sec- 
ond act this man declares his 
resolution to fight for the truth, so that in the 
years to come he may look without flinchmg 
into the eyes of his own children. This asser- 
tion was hailed with wild applause by the gal- 
leries, which from the title of the play evi- 
dently expected to be regaled with 
radical sentiments. of the deepest 
dye. Those who are acquainted 
with Ibsen's writings know that An Enemy 
of the People”’ teaches anything but social- 
ism—indeed that it is aristocratic in its moral. 
Instead of flattering the mob it ridicules and 
caricatures mob rule; it fiings. contempt 
on the majority and deciares that 
truth was always with the minority. 
It was therefore a curious experience to wit- 
ness the changed demeanor of the galleries 
when the true nature of the play dawned on 
them. A profound silence fell on them after 
the end of the second act, and the success of 
the latter part of the play was due to the ap- 
preciation of the lower part of the house. 
The success of the play shows that the peopie 
are hungry for an outspoken dramatist like 
Ibsen, though a portion of last night’s audi- 
ence was evidently disappointed in not find- 
ing the great Scandinavian dramatist to be a 
demagogue, 
How the Play Was Written. 


“ An Enemy of the People was written 
after an uproar had been raised in Norway 
over Ghosis ’’——that play which has shocked 
the Philistines of all the nations. It was then 
asserted that the theme of Ghosts was 
unfit for artistic treatment. As if any sub- 
ject in nature (as Goethe says) was unfit for 
artifhandied in the proper way. It was 
while the popular outcry was raised against 
Ibsen for writing Ghosts that he penned 
An Enemy of the People,” picturing his 
own attitudein the figure of Dr. Thomas 
Stock mann, 

This Dr. Stockmann le u physician in a 
Norwegian village. He is of sturdy honesty, 
of strong impulses, and with no tact or policy 
in hie composition. He discovers that the 
baths which constitute the prosperity of his 
native town contain impurities which will 
disseminate disease instead of their being 
the panacea that they purport to be, 
Dr. Stockmann, us the official physician of 
the town, thinks he is domg his fellow- 
citizens’ a service in telling them of the true 
condition of the baths. But he finds himself 
opposed by the authorities, including his own 
brother, who is burgomaster. Expediency, 
not truth, seems to be the motto of all the offi- 
cials, with the exception of the doctor himself. 
The newspapers.of the place will not publish 
the discovery, which will turn money away 
from tne town, and the citizens do not wish 
to be taxed for purifying the waters, which 
will necessitate the erection of costly works. 
The good doctor finds himself at bay, just 
as, in a moral 
found himself when he revealed in the play 
of “Ghosts” certain moral impurities that 
exist in the springs of society.

„Tea, the first performance of. Henrik 
Ibsen's play, An Enemy of the People,“ 
was preéminentiy a success fot the much 
taiked-of Scandinavian, The mass of Ameri- 
cans is willing to listen to him—to listen 
even to unpalatable statements coming from 
so brave u writer. There is hot the slightest 
love interest in this play; there is nothing or 
little in the way of humor; and yet it waa re- 
ceivell thoughtfully and with respect, 

Mr. Tree as the impulsive doctor waa 
natural, free, with asense of subtle humor 
that gave salt to the impersonation. There 
was more than a suspicion .of emotional 
warmth at the end of the second act, when 
his deciaration of pefsonal indepengence 80 
aroused the galleries. 

Mr. Lionel Brough made a hit in the eccen- 
tric part of old Morton Kiil,an old codger 
who couldn't believe in ang man’s hon- 
esty of motive. Pieturesque in character 
roles were Asllaksen, a moderate man 
in politics, and Mr. Charles Allen 
as a conventional pompous bargomaster. Mr. 
Willes modestly enacted the ungrateful role 
of a rural journalist—not a newspaper 
man. Mrs. Tree was not in the cast, and 
there was little to do for the two actresses em 
ployed. 


BIG VIOTORY POR OLBOMARGARINE. 


Maryland Law Against It Is Declared 
Unconatit ational, 

Barron, Md., March 8, — [{Special. ]— 
Judge Dennis in the Circuit Court today de- 
cided the Maryland oleomargarine law uncon- 
stitutional, so far as the sale of original pack- 
ages imported from other States is concerned. 
The decision may be takén to the Court of 
Appeals for review. The constitationality of 
the law in other respects is not affected by 
this decision. Nor could the decision go 
further, as it would then tread upon a de- 
cision upholding the constitutionality of the 
law rendered by the Court of Appeals. The 
decision was given in the case of the State 
against C. E. McAllister, charged with violat- 
ing the State oleomargarine law. McAllister 
is a wholesale dealer and an agent for Braun 
& Fitts, manufacturers of oleomargarine at 
Chicago. One of Mr. McAllistet’s customers 
was Isaav Lambert, proprietor of a hotel. 
Mr. Lambert bougtt several * or 
pails of oleomargarine from Mr, McAllister. 
He knew it was oleomargarine and not butter 
when he bought it, and the pails that he 
bought it in were sealed and had the govern- 
ment stamp upon them just as they were 
shipped from C But after he 

bought the stuff Mr. mbert was told 
he might be liable under the State law for 
using it. This scared him and he had 
McAllister arrested fut seiling him stuff 
he had no right to sell. * McAllister,

MAYOR HOPKINS PUTS HIS FOOT on 
_ MADDEN’S PROVISION. 


Appropriation of $350,000 to Be Used in 
the Purchase of Books for Pupils of 
the Public Schools Is Returned With- 
aut Hopkins’ Avproval—An Aitempt to 
Pass It Is LosteResolution Is Adopted 
Providing for the Re-examin tion of the 
Police Who Failed in the Late Test. 


There will be no free school books in Chi- 
cago this year. Mayor Hopkins, at the ad- 
journed meeting of the Council last evening, 
vetoed the provision of the appropriation bill 
setting apart $350,000 to be used in the pur- 
chase of books for the pupils of the public 
schools below the high school grades. An at- 
tempt to adopt the item making this appro- 
priation over the Mayor’s veto was lost by a 
vote of 40 yeas to 12 nays, there being sik- 
teen absentees, A resolution was adopted 
which provides for the reéxamination of the 
220 policemen who failed to pass the recent 
ordeal of the Police Commission. It makes 
the Chief of Police the sole judge in the case 
and practically tells him to do as he pleases. 
The Council also went on record as favoring 
the owner-hip of gas and electric light plants 
by this city in adopting a resolution direct- 
ing that the Corporation Counsel prepare 
bills to be introduced in the Legislature 
amending the city charter so that the city 
could vend gas and electricity. Mayor Hop- 
kins submitted the following veto message: 


I deem it my duty to withhold my approval 
from certain itemsin the ordinance passed by 
your hoaorable body Feb. 28, 1895, entitled An 
ordinance making appropriations for corporate, 
school, and public library purposes for the fiscal 
— from Jan, 1, 1895, to . 81, 1895.“ The 
tem to which I object is that contained in lines 
Nos. 46 and 47 op page No. 2.690 of the printed 
Ceuncil proceedings of Feb. 28, 1895, which is 
as follows: 

“For purchase of books to be farnished free to 
all scholars attending public schools other than 
high schools, $350,000,” 


Council Is Barred. 


By the laws and policy of the Stateall matters 
connected with the actual management, regula- 
tion, and control of schools within cities are 
withdrawn from the City Council and all 
branches of municipal government are carefully 
restrained from interfer therein. Practically 
the whole duty of public in respect to the 

ucation of the children of the State residing 
within the limits of the city is intrusted to the 
Board of Education, the members of which are 
required to be selected in such a manner as to 
remove them, as faras may be, not only from 
political influences. in the ordinary sense of the 
term, t also from the control of the 
city government. The City Council is 
authorized to control the Board of 
Education only in respect to the 
erection, purchase, or 20 — 8 by lease or 
otherwise, of sites and buildings for schools and 
their necessary repairs, Upon other subjects 
connected with public education the ard of 
Education is vested with the power and charged 
with the duty of governing all schools in the city, 
and the City Council is expressly forbidden to 
—.— any power conferred upon the Board of 

ucation. 

In accordance with the law the Board of Edu- 
cation of the City of Chicago requested theCity 
Council to provide by the levy of taxes for un 
aggregate sum of $7.590.000 for school purposes, 
of which sum 62.660.000. described under the 
heading of Buildings and Grounds,” belonged 
to that class of expenditures which the Board of 
Education could not make without the concur- 
rence of the City Council. The remaining por- 
tion of the pro expenditures belong to the 
class over which the Board of Education, under 
the law, has exclusive control. 

Deducts from One Fand. 


The board did not recommend to the Council 
or ask an appropriation of funds for the purpose 
of providing school books to be furnished free to 
all scholars attending the public schools other 
than high schools. The Council, however, in the 
appropriation bill, deducted from the group of 
„ buildings and grounds” the sum of $350,000 
from the amount requested by the board and 
transferred that amountto the group of items 
under. the exclusive control of the Board of Edu- 
cation and directed its expenditure for the pur- 
chase of free schaol books for all the children of 
the city. In the absence of any statute of the 
State, expressing its policy that,in addig¥on to 
furnishing an opportunity to all the children of 
the city to receive acommon school education. 
the State shall furnish free school books. 
such a policy in m judgment should 
be initiated by the y to whom the 
law has committed the control of educational 
natters, that is, the Board of Education. and not 
by the body which. by the laws of the State. is 
forbidden to interfere with the subject, the City 
Council of the city. If the Council, by the exer- 
cise of its power to limit expenditures for school- 
houses, may thus force upon the Board of EAuca- 
tion this feature of school management then 
there is no practical limit to the control of edu- 
cational matters the Council. Upon most 
earefal inquiry from members of the Board of 
Education others who are thoroughly in- 
formed upon the subjectI am convinced 
there is no real demand uron the part of any 
considerable number of citizens that the City of 
Chicago should at this time adopt the policy of 
furnisLing school books free to all the children 
of che city without reference to the ability of 
their parents or guardians to purchase them. 


Chitdren Are All Richt. 


I am also convinced that practically no child in 
the city is deprived of educational advantages 
because of the lack of school books. The Board 
of Education now, out of moneys derived from 
the scboolefund and not raised by taxation, fur- 
nishes to every child who desires them. without 
inquiry as to its circumstances or the ability of 
parents or guardians to pay for them, school 

when and where they are needed. 

The real and pressing evil of the school system 
of Chicago is the lack of school buildings for the 
accommodation of the children of thecity. I 
learn that 15.000 of the children of the city are 
attending school in rented rooms procured by 
the Board of Education as best it may in build- 
ings not erected for school purposes, and there- 
fore lacking inthe sanitary requirements now 

buildings. There

double divisions—that is: Ten 
thousand children in the city now receive but a 
half day's educational facilities. Under these 
circumstances it is safe to assume that there are 
many thousands more who have no opportunity 
of attending school at all. Committed as the 
people of this State are to the vital proposition 
that every child within its limits is entitied to an 
opportunity for a public school education at the 
expense of the State it is difficult to imagine how 
the Council should be willing to curtail the abil- 
ity of the Board of Education, as the educa-

National Guard Officers to Be Required to | 


Pass a More Rigid Examinaticn.

Lively Aati-Corporation Discussion in the 
Michigan Senate, 

Lanstine, Mich., March 8.—[Special.|— 
There was a lively discussion in the Senate 
this afternoon over the Kilpatrick bill, which 
makes corporations accepting a bonus of any 
nature as a consideration for locating in a 
city or village liable for the full amount of 
cash or other property received in the event 
that they remove from such locations.

Two affidav.ts were brought into Judge 
Goggin’s court yesterday afternoon by At 
torney John F. Waters which accuse Edmund 
Furthmann, one of the attorneys of the West 
Chicago Street railroad company, of “ fix- 
ing a jury. The makers of the affidavite are 
William Harry Gray and William Halpin, 
two members of a jury that tried a suit for 
damages aguinst the street railroad com- 
pany, who declare under oath they 
were promised $150 each by Mr. Furthmaun 
to look after the company’s interests in the 
trial and that in consequence they stood out 
against the ten other jurymen, who wished to 
award damages, the result being a mistrial. 
There were also filed an affidavit by James 
Connerty, who says he first approached Gray 
and Halpin in the interest of the company, 
and one each by eight of the ten other jurors 
deposing that but for the action of Gray and 
Haipin the plaintiff would have got a verdict of 
from $2,500 to $10,000 damages. All these 
documents accompanied a motion for an im- 
mediate rehearing of the case, which will be 
2 before Judge Goggin this morning. 

udge Goggin read the affidavits and or- 
dered that they be locked up until a motion 
has been entered fer che investigation of the 
sag oe jury-bri „ when the affidavits will 
be filed. Attorney Waters says he will take 
no steps against the two corrupt jurors—he 
will leave them to be dealt with by the court. 

Attorney Watere gave the following history 
of the case: Dec. 3, 1890, Adoiph Strauss 
attempted to board a car at Milwaukee and 
Ashiand avenues. Thecar started up with a 
jerk, throwing Strauss down and injuring his 
back.

Building Commissioner Stops the Work 
Temporarily. 

The Columbian Liberty and Peace Bell 
stood all through the winter under a shroud 
of canvas just south of Battery D on the 
Lake-Front.. Yesterday some workmen be- 
gan the erection of a wooden shed around it, 
The work went on merrily until about3 
o’clock in the afternoon. Shortly before that 
hour men and horses came over from the 
Caryl Young Transfer comvany, No. 146 
Michigan avenue, The horses were hitched 
to three great trucks which have stood on the 
Lake-Front except when in use and the trucks 
were hauled bebind an embankment east of 
the vacant space between Battery D and the 
Art Institute, Then Mr. Young rang up the 
Building Commissioner’s office and notified 
him that a permanent wooden house was be- 
ing — on the Lake-Front over the 
Liberty Bell for the purpose of giving ex- 
hibitions to which an admi-siog fee woud be 
charged. On this showing Commissioner 
McAndrews ordered work stopped until to- 
morrow morning, 

The facts in the matter are these: The free- 
dom of the city was formally estended to the 
bell Oct. 9, 18 The bell stands on a band- 
some truck, which is to be repainted and dec- 
orated with the coats of arms of the States in 
inlaid woods, For the purpose of making 
these improvements a permit was given Feb. 
25 to build a shed over the bell. E. J. Nob- 
lett, contractor, gave the lumber and labor 
free, and the shed was built ep as to allow a 
two foot ge all around it. George 8. 
Knapp, who has the bell in charge, said it 
would take a week or ten days to complete the 
decorations and then the building would be 
open to the public for a free i on of the 
bell. By May 1 he expects to have the Spe- 
cial car which is to be built for it ready, and 
in any case would on that date, if not before, 
remcve it from the Lake- Front. Commis- 
sioner McAndrews said he would personally 
inspect the shed tomorrow morning and if 
satisfied that these were the facts he wou'd 
amend the permit 80 as to specify the actual

THE CIVIL SERVICE REFORM 1. 

Senator Crawford objects to that feature of 
the civil service reform bill which vests in the 
Mayor the appointment of the three Civil 
Service Commissioners. He would prefer to 
have them elective officers, for he is of the 
opinion that if the Mayor has the appointing 
power he would make of the commission a 
political machine, And as an Instadde of the 
danger of removing officers from the control 
of the people the Senator points to the unfor- 
tunate consequences of giving the appointing 
of the Election Commissioners to the Judge 
of the County Court. | 

It is certain thata Mayor who did not 15 
lieve in civil service reform could appoidt 
Commissioners who—or, at least, the two be- 
longing to his owa party—would codperate 
with him in violating the law, and between 
them they might make the civil service of the 
city a political machine, But they could not 
make it any more a machine than ft is now. 
Matters could not be any worse than at pres- 
ent. But there-would be a great deal more 
public indignation than now, when the people 
saw the Mayor and his Commission¢ts en- 
gaged in the . and deliberate violation of 
a law. 

While Mayors may appoint poor men there 
is wo certainty that conventions will nominate 
and the people elect good Commissioners if 
the clidice is left to the voters, There are 
some cases where the appointive is better 
than the elective system. That is particular- 
ly eo when the duties to be performed are 
non-political. - Defective in some respects as 
are the methods of selecting Park Com- 
missioners the parks are in better condition 


Frank B. Noyes, proprietor of the Washing- 
ton Star and one of the Executive committee 
of the Associated Press, against Mr. Charies 
A. Dana, proprietor of the New York Sun and 
President of the United Press Association, is 
at last fairly under way, an indictment hav- 
ing been returned against Mr. Dana and his 
publisher Mr. Laffan, by the grand jury for 
tne Supreme Court of the District of Colum- 
bia.
